THE DAMAGE DONE. 

H. F. Hillenmeyer, of Lexington, 
who ia an authority on such things 
aaye of the damage done by the 
recent cold snap: "Tnere ia not 
much harm done. The tmall clover 
is safe. The corn ia not seriously 
hurt; that not yet up will not rots 
The tobacco plants may be a trifle 
acorched. 

"The fruit ia uppermoat Jn the 
minds of the great laboring class, 
to which a email difference in price 
meane ao much, None of the tree 
fruite are in the least injured, nor 
the bush Brambles. The gooae' 
berriea, currents, raspberries and 
blackberries ars unscathed. The 
strawberries ar» killed right in the 
middle. The early formed berries 
are aafe. The bloasom6 got it in the 
bud also. 
"The expanded blosemos arc part 
ly killed. The crop may be large, it 
may be immense, but its measure 
depends on the weather of the next 
few dajs, The grayea are all 
right, juat a trifle injured, but the 
grape ia a Trojan, and beara ita 
eutferieg like a hero, and always 
comes to time. 

We hardly know what is lost; 
on its face, not much. If it stay 
dry, cold and windy, the final lose 
will be greater If moist and 
warm, thinga now injured will pull 
through in eafety. It is the last 
frost of tho season. In a week we 
may count in safety the chickens 
not yet hatched. The bloom of 
the locust is full, the adage of the 
value of a 'dry May' is with us, 
May the heat of June turn on us 
th9 big 'end of the horn of plenty.

When 
they reached this neuiarkable 
height they grew backward until 
they attained a length of thirty 
feet. 

They have no special care or cul 
tivation and have had no protection 
from the weather; yet in spite of 
every disadvantage thev kept on 
growing and fruiting in the most 
astonishing fashion. 

The trunks are one and a half 
inches in diameter, the foliage 
thick and luxuriant. Enormous 
quantities of tomatoes have been 
picked fn»ni these three plants, and 
the fruit is of unusual size, posses- 
sing line flavor.

Further experiments made at th 
Oklahoma Experiments etution ii 
poisoning cutworms., which bavi 
been working on wheat and alfalf 
have shown the following mixture 
to be superior to spraying 
pans green, as formerly recom- 
mended: 

Thoroughly mix whili 
pound of paria green 
pounds of wheat bran, n 
but not sloppy, by adding wate 
in which a quart of cheap molaasei 
has been dissolved. Place thi 
mixture in spoonful piles where the 
worms are working. It attiacks 
the worms from the wheat and 
oats. It is also good grasshopper 
poison.

One of the remarkable sights 
of the Oreat Halt lake, of Utah, 
developed by the progress of sc 
entitle industry, s the system of 
immense salt-ranking ponds ou 
the shore of the lake. At Haltai: 
.the lake water is pumped into u 
great settling basin, where tin 
impurities fall to the bottom, and 
containing much iron, form a red 
dish deposit. From this basin the 
water is drawn off into "harvesi 
ing ponds," averuging 90,00ti 
square yiiids in area and six 
inches in depth. 

The ponds are kept supplied 
with water, as the evaporation 
goes on from May to September, 
when I lie salt harvest begins. The 
water having disappeared, a da/, 
niing layer of salt, two or three 
inches thick, is found covering the 
bottom of the ponds, and this is 
broken up with plows before b»- 
ing conveyed to the mills, when 
the final crushing and wiunowinj.

SIEGE COST 50,000 LIVES. TRYING A HOC FOR MURDER 

Porker Duly Convicted Was Formally 
Sentenced to Be Hanged. 

Anent strange cases, a lawyer 
■aid that a hog bad been tried for 
murder, convicted and hanged. 

"At Clnrmont-Avon, inFrance," 
he said, "a hnge hog killed and ate 
a child. The people, horror strick- 
en, treated the hog as they would 
have treated a human being. They 
tried it. - ' 

He took down a book tied in 
gray ealf. 

"Here is the verdict," he said, 
"the original of which is kept in 
the national museum of Paris. It 
is dated June 14, 1404, and reads: 
"We, the jury, in detestation 
and horror of this crime, and in 
order to make an example and to i 
satisfy justice, have declared, 
judged, sentenced, pronounced 
and appointed that the said hog, 
now detained in the abbey as a 
prisoner, shall by the executioner 
I"- hung and strangled on a gib- 
bet near the gallows which now 
stands within the jurisdiction of 
the monk. In witness whereof 
we have sealed this present with 
our seals." 



Persian City Almost Depopulated by 
Famine Enforced by Sur- 
rounding Arabs. 

Leland Buxton, lately returned 
to London from a tour of several 
months in the Persian gnlf and in 
the Yemen, visited Sanaa, which 
was recently besieged by the rebel 
Arabs. 

He states that he found Sanaa 
to be practically depopulated, 
having been reduced from a popu- 
lation oj 70,000 to something like 
20,000 as a result of the famine 
during the Arab siege. The Jews 
suffered terribly during the pe- 
riod, and almost the whole town 
is deserted. 

Hanaa. which, so far aa he 
knows, has only been visited by 
a few Englishmen, has magnifi- 
cent and large buildings, covered 
with decorations, and the town ia 
surrounded by mud walls. 

On his way to tbe capital Mr. 
Buxton found villages bad been 
destroyed by tbe Turkish artil- 
lery, and that a great portion of 
the route to Sanaa was entirely 
depopulated. Large numbers of 
skeletons and skulls marked the 
route. 

The siege of Sanaa was attend 
ed by terrible suffering and 
starvation, and cannibalism oc- 
curred both among the Arabs and 
the Turks. 

Tbe dogs, which are a character- 
istic feature of most eastern 
towns, had disappeared*, both 
tbey and the cats having been 
nsed as food. The only European 
in Sanaa is an Italian trader, who 
was in the place throughout the 
■iege, and who has lived there for 
20 years.
